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The Motu Proprio Sacred Music 


NOVEMBER 22, 1903, the Feast 

St. Cecilia, Blessed Pope Pius 
issued his much discussed Motu Proprio 
Sacred Music. The past fifty years have 
intensified rather than retarded the efforts 
achieve the challenging standards 
proposed. still living document and 
widely quoted, for its principles are still 
the canons and guideposts for sincere 
Catholic church musicians. The outstand- 
ing position this document the history 
contemporary music more fully real- 
ized when one comprehensively surveys 
and observes its effects. These are evident 
the domain church music well 
the trend secular music which 
had indirect influence. 

spite frequent references the 
course articles music journals, there 
are many whom the Motu Proprio means 
little more than nebulous directive for 
the betterment church music. Although 
some its general ideas are well known, 
unfortunately the complete document with 
its enlightening and informative details has 
not been widely read should be. 
the document earlier generation, 
but still news today was when 
was issued. Then aroused much discus- 
sion and extended comment well 
controversy and opposition. 


Revival Interest 
The “story behind it” and the musical 
conditions the era that brought 
light are largely forgotten. The span 
time has brought other ideas

group experimenters seeking new idioms 
expression while others enlarged the 
musical horizon their search for greater 
tonal possibilities. the midst this 
venturesome group there was happily an- 
other whose members had not forgotten the 
musical achievements earlier centuries. 
They were small voice, one seeking 
revivify the music long since laid aside 
the decades and centuries moved on. 

The efforts this latter group centered 
the revival the ancient sixteenth- 
century polyphonic masters and the more 
ancient traditional Gregorian Chant.

know today. Dom Pothier was largely 
responsible for the Vatican edition 
Chant, the official books today, and 
Dom Mocquereau for the theories that 
have been almost universally followed 
the singing the chant. 
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The Ratisbon Edition 

Moreover, far the Catholic Church 
and its chant were concerned the period 
centering around 1900 was crucial one. 
the time the official books (the so-called 
Ratisbon edition, since 
there) had about reached the end the 
thirty years privilege granted the pub- 
lisher. The question its renewal was 
burning one, since heated discussion had 
been carried for some years regarding 
its authenticity. far back 1882 
musical congress Arezzo, semiclimax 
was reached, for sufficient data had been 
assembled show that these melodies 
differed widely from what earlier cen- 
turies research had shown the tradi- 
tional melodies. The evidence produced 
this time was not sufficiently conclusive 
for final judgment but cast shadow 
grave doubt the Ratison edition and 
added weight the arguments its 
critics. 


New Graduales 

The publication Graduale Dom 
Pothier 1883 gave the ancient melodies 
exactly they could ascertained 
the time. This added fuel the contro- 
versy and showed that still greater evi- 
dence must brought prove the claims 
the Solesmes monks. the early 1890’s 
series paleographic studies was started 
bring further data the musical world 
and trace the traditional melodies 
the hope getting accurate versions.

Pope Pius Speaks 


Church music held high place the 
scheme which Pius planned and carried 
out the course the next decade. The 
fact that this Motu Proprio was issued 
soon after became Pope would alone 
sustain the idea. Besides another circum- 
stance, happy coincidence, 
specially propitious time speak out 
Church music, especially Gregorian 
Chant.

This decision was not 
welcome one many minds, but the 
time was wise one. Now after fifty 
years Solesmes just announcing the 
publication scientific edition.

Modern music, 
the other hand, was allowed, 
since said “the Church was always 
interested the progress the arts,” 
but all music, modern otherwise, was 
judged its suitability idiom and 
style the temple.” The peo- 
ple that day and many our own 
have looked down the humble Chant. 
With this mind, noteworthy that 
the Motu Proprio adds the phrase that 
“Church functions lose none their so- 
lemnity when accompanied this music 
alone.” These were idle words, for the 
music the feast St. Gregory the 
Great, March 12, 1904, was entirely Gre- 
gorian Chant. special edition the 
Proper had been prepared for the occasion 
the Solesmes monks, and the “Mass 
the Angels” was sung some 1500 stu- 
dents from the seminaries Rome. 

Not long ago New York music 
critic gave the music world jolt 
announcing that more recent decree, the 
Mediator Dei (1947) Pope Pius XII, 
gave greater recognition modern music. 
Unfortunately the error has not been cor- 
rected some people’s minds. examina- 
tion the two documents, those Pius 
and Pius XII, show similarity ideas. 
Furthermore, Pius XII adds word 
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approval confirming the Motu Proprio 
Pius The error came through early 
translation before the official document was 
made available. 


The Pope Musician 

Briefly the Motu Proprio contains two 
divisions, Introduction, giving the rea- 
sons for the promulgation and some general 
ideas the place Church music 
art and its place the liturgy. Then 
follow several sections, divided into 
paragraphs all, followed conclu- 
sion. These paragraphs give de- 
tails relating kinds music, the text, 
singers, instruments, form sacred com- 
positions, and the means reform and 
references congregational singing. 

flashback into the life Giuseppe 
Sarto before became Pope Pius re- 
veals his interest and activities Church 
music well his efforts for reform 
within the limits his jurisdiction. 
Cardinal Patriarch Venice closely 
linked with the name Lorenzo Perosi, 
now Monsignor Perosi, the present maestro 
the Sistine Chapel. fact the advance- 
ment Perosi this high position was 
due the encouragement the Cardinal 
and the field for action opened for him 
Venice. 1895 the success the 
celebration honor St. Mark made 
Perosi outstanding figure.

The appointment soon followed 
and Pope Leo XIII made this significant 
remark, “When your Patriarch (Cardinal 
Sarto) becomes Pope will the rest.”

Co-operation America 
America has made many efforts carry 
out the provisions the Motu Proprio. 
One these was envisioned Nicola 
Montani, prominent Philadelphia 
musician, who 1914, after some previous 
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talks, founded the Society St. Gregory 
America. Later efforts include his au- 
thorship fine American Catholic 
hymnal, the St. Gregory Hymnal, pub- 
lished 1920. The Society also pub- 
lished White List 1928 which has 
since been enlarged and has had several 
printings. make known the work 
the Society established 
the Catholic Choirmaster which edited 
for years. Some years before his death 
the executive board the Society in- 
stituted liturgical music award. was 
natural that this outstanding Church mu- 
sician, already knighted the Pope, 
would its first recipient. Others who 
have since been honored the Society 
include, Mrs. Justine Ward, Wash- 
ington; Dom Gregory Hiigle, O.S.B., 
Conception Abbey, Conception, 
Achille Bragers, New York; and John 
Fehring, Cincinnati. 

The fulfillment the ideals Pope 
Pius expressed the Motu Proprio 
are not yet accomplished. The years 
since was issued have recorded many 
earnest and self-sacrificing efforts ad- 
vance the cause the Chant and improve 
the music for Church functions. The half- 
hearted efforts some have been more 
than balanced the pioneering and per-. 
severing efforts others. Progress has 
been made and this golden jubilee the 
Motu Proprio will bring its ideals the 
forefront, and encourage still more active 
program achieve the high standards 
that Pope Pius envisioned.

There Education for Evil 


Education has been used for every type 
human purpose. Fagin used train 
thieves. Communists use for their evil 
purposes. The Nazis organized into 
most efficient national system transforming, 
generation, the most literate nation 
our time. This was properly called 
“education for death.” There doubt 
about the power education for evil. 
have too naively assumed was neces- 
sarily good effective for good only. 
recall how roseate and glorious were the 
results expected from the introduction 
public education good reading, the 
moral development the individual, 
the reduction crime, delinquency, 
drunkedness, and the like. recall, too, 
President Eliot’s record 1903 the 
disappointment the results. must 
not assume today that our 
necessarily realized because our 
compulsory attendance, our palatial build- 
ings, our certificated teachers, and our 
social naiveté. 


Accentuating the Positive 
Education 

Let make now directly our connec- 
tion with this Conference statement 
significant principle life and 
education. this: “Where anything 
growing, one former worth thousand 
reformers.”

The Important Questions 
Education the Individual 

That brings the education the 
individual, and the self-direction his 
own life for his highest potentialities which 
education’s aim. there education 
that will be, itself, preventive crime? 
What our present education? Let 
begin this phase the discussion ask- 
ing the questions more elementary 
way. Are the important educational ques- 
tions: How much geography does the child 
know? history? spelling? might 
able spell every word the diction- 
ary, know every fact universal history, 
and know the location every place from 
Timbuktu Samarkand, and very 
devil. the other hand, may know 
little these things and angelic 
influence among men. Are not the impor-

Inadequacy Mere Knowledge: 
The Ten Commandments 

Unfortunately, schools are largely con- 
cerned with mere knowledge and its re- 
knowledge may dead inert well 
alive and energetic force one’s 
life for the mastery life. not 
enough for people, for example, know 
the Ten Commandments, which every child 
should know. However, there are many 
amongst who learned the Command- 
ments their youth and may yet able 
repeat them exactly, who may even have 
won medal for catechism, who seem 
utterly unaware their meaning, their 
source, and their power for good. There 
too much evidence all around and 
the inertness knowledge which 
would prevent crime believed and 
acted upon it. 
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Following the Whim the Child 

Unfortunately, schools which have 
attempted, with reason enough, break 
away from traditional forms, there has 
been tendency follow the whim the 
child, resulting the amoral, not im- 
moral, idea that the world made merely 
satisfy his every whim and every desire. 
However, this should way discourage 
the efforts for sounder education. 


Religious Training Poor 
and Good 

There has been implied what have 
said the need for religion life and 
education and the need for religious train- 
ing. should noted once that the 
teaching religion can dead, 
sterile, and inert the teaching any 
other subject any other phase edu- 
cation. The formation the whole child, 
including his moral nature, must the 
concern education. wholesome per- 
sonality must accompany “live learning,” 
and the moral and religious formation 
the individual must the central idea.

The Education the Whole Child 

What would suggest you, putting 
briefly, that, while education has 
enormous possibilities for the prevention 
crime, the contemporary brand hardly 
equal the opportunity, while recogniz- 
ing constructive force. educa- 
tion literacy not enough. The ordinary 
knowledge school subjects 
enough; dead, inert, suitable meet 
the tests schools, but not life. There 
must moralization life built 
more secure grounds than social expedi- 
ency overcome self-indulgence. The 
process self-education, with the progres- 
sive lessening guidance the teacher, 
must encouraged. Everybody super- 
intendent, supervisor, and teacher, priest, 
minister, and rabbi, but more particularly 
parents must concerned with whole- 
some personality, training the will, and 
the kind quality person the child 
become.

The first question quis? (who) shall 
taught this modern language?

The next question guid? (what) lan- 
guage shall be—the one which the 
regular classroom teacher happens know 
(as done Washington, C.); the 
one which the child most likely use 
practical way (as Maine and 
Louisiana for French, and California 
and Texas for Spanish) shall the choice 
left the child’s preference (as obtains 
St. Louis) 

The third question (where) fit 
the already overcrowded curriculum? 
Should something else dropped, 
should the new language integrated 
and correlated with the other subjects? 
Should special period provided, and 
so, what time the day and how 
many times the week? 

The question cur? (why) another lan- 
guage was first the most provocative 
all the questions, and yet its answer should 
the most obvious and, matter 
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fact, the one which has been the 
best defended from both practical and 
cultural standpoint. 

Quomodo (in what manner) asks what 
method should employed the aural- 
oral with completely informal approach, 
the written method with solid 
mar basis. asks also 
used all. 

Finally come the question 
(when) should the training begin and 
when shall cease? Should begin 
the first third grade, some other 
grade; and should continued through- 
out the grades and high school and, 
possible, college? These are the ques- 
tions shall consider, together with the 
theoretical answers proposed the con- 
ferences and the practical answers tried 
out the experiments. 


Popular Interest 

Now what has caused this new, rather 
European idea gain such ground 
America? doubt the global wars and 
the efforts global peace have awakened 
the notion, which has since been developed 
and intensified the international flavor 
given most our pursuits and enter- 
tainments, the reaches industry and 
the ease and speed communication.

Dr. Wills, head the department 
French and Italian Indiana University, 
and one the panel speakers, remarked 
that his way back from Washington 
studied the list the persons who had 
participated the conference, and was 
surprised find that almost every other 
name was that businessman govern- 
ment official someone who was not 
connected with the teaching profession.

“The true Catholic is, quote again 
St. Bonaventure, man desire like 
Daniel,’ and the true Catholic attitude 
one humility, free from all resentment, 
ready submit and serve; meta- 
physically courageous, healthy, 
gruntled, believing. say this the 
Catholic attitude, not the attitude the 
average Catholic. may indeed told, 
not without justification, that many Catho- 
lic men science and erudition show 
lack this attitude more than many non- 
Catholics. think some the 
great men antiquity Socrates, Plato, 
Aristotle those modern times, like 
Kepler, Newton, Robert Mayer, Leibniz, 
Humboldt, etc., find that they were 
their fundamental attitude far more 
than many Catholic. How 
much smugness and pedantry, how much 
metaphysical indolence not find 
among Catholics and Catholic thinkers and 
men science! Certainly; but not 
cause they are Catholics; rather because 
they are not Catholic enough, because their 
attitude has not been formed Dogma, 
because Dogma has not become principle 
their life, that the attitude they dis- 
play does not fully correspond with what 
they affirm their Faith. Where, the 
contrary, this the case, with St. 
Augustine, St. Anselm, St. Bonaventure, 
St. Albertus Magnus, St. Thomas, Pascal, 
Gratry, Cardinal Newman, Giam- 
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battista Rossi, Vico, Toniolo, Dom Ger- 
main Morin—there also find that 
fundamental attitude which delivers knowl- 
edge and opens the way for it. 

“There wide difference between 
Catholic scientist thinker and scientist 
and thinker who incidentally also 
Catholic. large number Catholic men 
science have allowed the modern uni- 
versity force them the ideal its 
pseudo-freedom from prejudice. They think 
that they must forget that they are Catho- 
lics soon they take their science, 
order work without bias their 
research. They surrender thereby the tre- 
mendous start which they possess Catho- 
lics the way genuine freedom, and 
assume its stead attitude impeding 
and darkening their outlook. naturally 
presuppose material freedom from prej- 
udice and clear distinction between the 
lumen naturale, natural knowledge, and 
the lumen supranaturale Revelation.

EDUCATION 

Education the self-direction the in- 
dividual his own powers way re- 
construct his experience and regenerate his 
spirit for the supreme social 
ends human life realize fully 
possible the potentialities the particular 
individual his educational environment. 


PROGRESSIVE EDUCATION 

Progressive education protest against 
traditional current prevailing educational 
practice. Its inspirer John Dewey, and his 
philosophy its foundation, though need 
not blamed for all the excesses aberra- 
tions progressive education. Its emphasis 
(1) pupil freedom; (2) teacher free- 
dom; (3) activity leading more activity, 
growth leading more growth; (4) what- 
ever ends exist are pragmatic: (5) shared 
experience expression the great social 
emphasis the system; (6) school life must 
continuous with social life; (7) emphasis 
intelligence and especially its problem- 
solving technique; (8) faith continuing 
progress implied the name; (9) great 
faith individual differences and individual 
motivation the process; and (10) emphasis 
the present rather than the past. Its basic 
attitudes are pragmatic, instrumental, and 
experimental. 

Dewey’s summary progressive educa- 
tion listed the following characteristic: 
the cultivation individuality rather than 
imposition from above, free activity instead 
external discipline, learning from experience 
rather than learning from the text and teacher, 
acquisition skill and technique attaining 
ends each individual rather than drill, 
making the most the opportunity present

life rather than preparing for remote future, 
and gaining acquaintance with 
world rather than with static aims and 
material. 

The release teachers and pupils from 
current practice has naturally times gone 
too far. From the nature these excesses 
Dewey explains them the fact that some 
his followers have accepted extreme 
either-or philosophy. illustrates this with 
reference authority. says “when exter- 
nal authority rejected, does not follow 
that all authority should rejected, but 
rather that there need search for more 
effective source authority. Because the 
older education imposed the knowledge, meth- 
and the rules conduct the mature 
person upon the young, does not follow, 
except the basis the extreme either-or 
philosophy, that the knowledge and skill 
the mature person has directive value for 
the experience the immature.” “On the 
contrary, basing education upon personal ex- 
perience may mean more multiplied and more 
intimate contacts between the mature and the 
immature than ever existed the traditional 
school, and consequently more, rather than 
less, guidance others.” 

Rugg and Shumaker have also criticized 
the progressive school, noting: 

rather than subjects study should not lead 
the rejection the teacher function 
guidance but make more imperative and 
more necessary that expert. Conse- 
quently there must wise plannirg the 
teacher. 

Making the curriculum the spot in- 
stead planning advance makes 
lopsided, lacking design, and “emphasizing 
the local, the endemic, the near hand, the 
immediate.” 
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The provision active school 
operated develops great respect for, and 
more systematic provision for, ideas, 
meaning, for intellect, for the power think, 
for training tolerant understanding.

not the maker abstractions sys- 
tems; inwardly concerned his per- 
sonal spiritual life.

Problems Catholic Education 


the Philippines

Catholic Church, ever faithful 
the mandate Christ His Apostles: 
“Going, therefore teach all nations,” has not 
neglected fulfill this commandment our 
Lord the Philippines. The early Spanish 
missionaries built the schools side side with 
the churches and such was the efficiency 
their teaching that the knowledge the peo- 
ple the Catholic faith went along with their 
learning read and write. For more than 
three centuries the Catholic Church taught the 
Philippinos not only the elementary schools 
but also the college and university level. 
Among the colleges and institutions learn- 
ing appears the world-renowned University 
St. Tomas which happens years older 
than Harvard, the oldest University the 
United States. 


The oldest University ever under the Ameri- 
can flag not Harvard Cambridge, but 
Santo Tomas Manila. Hoary with age and 
tradition Harvard is, Santo Tomas 


could say without any mental reserva- 
tion that the education during the Spanish 
sovereignty was under the guiding hands the 
Catholic Church. 


The delegates went record admitting 
that after 387 years Catholic education 
the Philippines both the country and educa- 
tors had much proud of.? 

was beautiful display the combined 
instruction the people piety and knowl- 
edge which nowadays more found 
the present make-up education the 
public schools the Philippines. 


The Present Situation 

The change sovereignty from Spanish 
American; from American Philippine Inde- 
pendence, has brought

The separation between State and Church 
should real, entire, and absolute. Thus 
declared President McKinley his instruc- 
tion the Philippine Commission, then about 
take over the civil government the 
Philippine Islands, 

Because this doctrine, the Catholic 
Church had maintain separate schools 
which were financed her alone. Govern- 
ment support was longer the policy be- 
cause the government had established public 
schools which, course, are tax supported. 

lamentable mention that there are 
not sufficient Catholic Schools the Philip- 
pines take care population 17,000,- 
000 Catholics. have only 300,000 pupils 
and students all our Catholic schools, col- 
leges, and universities comparison with 
children the public primary, in- 
termediate, and secondary schools. Ninety per 
cent these children were Catholics. 

There are two reasons for the small num- 
ber Catholic schools: (1) lack priests 
(2492) and Sisters (2906) and Brothers (164). 
Aside from the lack personnel, have 
the acute economical situation the Church 
which keeps her from founding more schools. 
The Church rehabilitating war-damaged 
churches, convents, and schools, but the 
War Damage Commission has given only 
per cent the value church properties 
The acute national financial 
crisis naturally affects the Church and con- 
sequently she cannot engage much needed 
building program this time. 

Despite the constitutional provision ex- 
emption from taxation, the Catholic schools 
have been taxed per cent for all their global 
income and this hampers the already over- 
burdened schools which natural conse- 
quence could not provide modern laboratories 
and complete 

Probably worst all the directives sent 
out the government the ruling the 
Department Education which states:

Competitive Policies 

The Catholic schools are suffering from 
very dishonorable and acute competition with 
the private nonsectarian schools 
schools. The government schools 
ported the taxation the people and 
the voluntary contributions the Parents- 
Teachers Association. The greatest competition 
the present time are the Protestant schools 
and colleges ably supported the American 
Y.M.C.A. and generously aided the Ameri- 
can Council Churches. the midst this 
competition building and rebuilding schools 
and providing complete library and modern 
laboratory facilities, the Catholic Church 
not financial position help her schools 
due other problems which demand top 
priority, namely, reconstruction churches 
and the building new seminaries. The keen 
rivalry for enrollment also 
cause the Church does not have recourse 
the means and ways the sectarian and 
public schools. The government schools are 
helped political pressure and the other 
private sectarian schools are aided big 
social events and public advertisement. 


Class Distinctions 

sad note that there are some Catho- 
lic schools and colleges the Philippines 
which set class distinctions. The religious 
congregations administering these schools can- 
not accused being subjectively guilty 
because they invariably follow the Spanish 
systems education. These schools, being 
exclusive and high standards, can naturally 
admit only wealthy students. This alarming 
condition the schools was denounced pub- 
licly the Papal Nuncio the Philippines 
his keynote address the National Con- 
vention the Catholic Association last 
February 1952: 


The costly and grandiose buildings which 
may attract specially the wealthy and satisfy 
our pride are contradiction the spirit 
Christian moderation and religious auster- 
ity. The administrators Catholic schools 
should not make Catholic education overly 
expensive; instead they should support poor 
students and offer free schools. All must 
give attention and provide funds for the poor 
but deserving students who can become useful 
and prominent members the society 
exercise Christian influence public affairs. 
This history subversive movements has 
shown that the intelligent person deprived 
opportunity ascend the social ladder often 
becomes the brains behind organized revolts. 


These select schools are really crowded 
sons and daughters influential politicians, 
businessmen, and millionaires. Unfortunately, 
the children common people, although

Local Difficulties 

The Philippine Catholic schools are not 
fully systematized like those the United 
States. not have complete functioning 
superintendents Catholic schools the six 
archdioceses, fourteen dioceses, 
apostolic vicariates, and five prelatur-nullius. 
Accordingly, the Papal Nuncio recommended 
the following: Holy See’s instruction 
stresses the importance diocesan super- 
intendent schools who the official repre- 
sentative the espicopal authority school 

The textbooks Philippine Catholic schools 
not embody the spirit Christian social 
living the textbooks the Catho- 
lic schools. There marked deficiency 
methods guidance and counseling our 
schools due the fact that there dis- 
tressing shortage religious vocations. Our 
schools lack vocational and technical courses 
and from year year are producing 
generation who will only add the mass 
white-collar unemployment. This lends itself 
atmosphere unrest which con- 
genial, favorable, and conducive Communist 
ideology. The Papal Nuncio, aware this 
danger, also stressed the necessity voca- 
tional instruction.

nuns. With this abysmal shortage priests 
and nuns the Church loss handle 
logical consequence and natural effect 
the scarcity priests and nuns the small 
number instructed lay catechists who other- 
wise could substitute for the priests and nuns.

THE VIRTUES AND GIFTS THE 
HOLY GHOST 


INSTRUCTION 
The chief supernatural powers that are bestowed our souls 
with sanctifying grace are the three theological virtues and the 
seven gifts the Holy Ghost. 
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The three theological virtues are faith, hope, and charity. They 
are called theological virtues because they are about God. Faith 
the virtue which you firmly believe all the truths God 
has revealed, the word God revealing them, who can 
neither deceive nor deceived. Hope the virtue which 
you firmly trust that God, who all-powerfull and faithful 
His promises, will His mercy give you eternal happiness and 
the means obtain it. Charity the virtue which you love 
God above all things for His own sake, and your neighbor 
yourself for the love God. 


The seven gifts the Holy Ghost are wisdom, understanding, 
counsel, fortitude, knowledge, piety, and fear the Lord. These 
gifts help you making you more alert discern and more 
ready the will God. Some the effects you the 
gifts the Holy Ghost are the twelve fruits the Holy Ghost 
and the eight beatitudes. 

Besides the theological virtues faith, hope, and charity, 
there are other virtues called moral virtues. They are called 
moral virtues because they help you lead moral, good, 
lives. They help you treat persons and things the right 
way, that is, according the will God. The chief moral vir- 
tues are prudence, justice, fortitude, and temperance. They are 
called cardinal virtues because they are like hinges which 
hang all other moral virtues and your whole moral life. Some 
the other moral virtues are: filial piety and patriotism, obedi- 
ence, veracity, liberality, patience, humility, and chastity 
purity.

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ENTRAL High School Anaconda, 
Mont., recently completed under the 
direction Rev. Joseph Schulte and his 
building committee, more than beautiful 
and efficient teaching instrument. With its 
extensive recreational facilities, fills long 
felt need center for teen-age activities, 
serves two parishes for social affairs, and 
attracting students after school hours 
effective aid combating juvenile delinquency. 

Designed Architects Fox Ballas, 
Missoula, Mont., the building accommo- 
dates 500 boys and girls. The cost general 
construction was $457,154; mechanical work, 
$75,300; and electrical, $32,000, total 
$564,454. With 55,830 square feet floor 
area, the cost per square foot was only about 
$10. This remarkably low for such fireproof, 
acoustically treated construction and was well 
within the limit $600,000 set the board. 


Efficient Construction 

Among the factors contributing the low 
cost are exceedingly compact floor plan, 
common walls for gymnasium and auditorium, 
and the use vermiculite plaster and acousti- 
cal plastic for lightweight fireproofing and 
sound control. The vermiculite acoustical also 
eliminated the need for painting many ceiling 
areas, since color pigments were mixed into 
the wet material before was applied. Color 
was used freely throughout the building 
create refreshing and stimulating atmosphere. 

Central High School occupies corner site 
downtown Anaconda. Although the site 
only quarter block size, the building 
committee felt that central location was 
preferable greater space elsewhere, assure 
maximal use the building. 

Over-all dimensions are 133 195 feet,

Colored Acoustic Plaster 

All ceilings have half inch vermiculite 
acoustical plastic applied two coats. Where 
deep colors were used, the pigments were 
mixed into the material for the entire thick- 
ness. The lovely, true shades are the result 
meticulous research the architects’ 
offices. Small sample batches were made up, 
and the acoustical material and pigment were 
accurately weighed. When these data were 
translated into full-scale batches, the plaster- 
ing contractor had trouble getting the 
color desired. The deeper ceiling hues include 
vermilion corridors, blue the auditorium, 
purple the chapel, gold, and brown. White 
and pastel ceilings were spray painted. 

Floors corridors and classrooms are 
finished with asphalt tile. The gymnasium floor 
maple; the main entryways and stairways 
have green terrazzo floors; and rest room 
floors are covered with ceramic tile. 

The roof insulated construction with 
built-up roofing asbestos felt and asphalt. 
The roof the gymnasium supported 
steel trusses and steel joist purlins; the 
auditorium, long span steel joists. 

All classrooms have wall wall double- 
hung steel window sash with ventilating 
section the bottom that admits fresh air 
without drafts. Virtually all classrooms face 
east, the ideal exposure this region. 


Complete Facilities 

The school proper has eight general class- 
rooms; five laboratory classrooms; two coun- 
cil rooms; journalism laboratory complete 
with photographic darkroom facilities; li-

and recreation area; faculty room; chapel; 
and rest rooms. 


The first floor location the canteen and 
recreational lounge permits this part the 
building used for teen-age activities 
connection with the auditorium and gymna- 
sium for dances, dinners, and similar affairs. 
Since this portion completely isolated from 
classroom areas, student activities after school 
hours are possible without opening the entire 
building. The canteen has complete soda 
fountain and ice cream dispenser. Folding 
partitions assure great flexibility. 

first floor entrance the auditorium and 
gymnasium makes these sections accessible 
without entering the school proper. The audi- 
torium seats 500 and has elevated stage, 
projection booth equipped for sound motion 
pictures, and storage for theatrical equipment. 

The gymnasium, feet, has bleach- 
ers for audience use. There also good 
storage area. Separate locker 
rooms for both boys and girls are featured 
the basement under the gymnasium, with 
office space for the athletic directors.

Thirty foot-candles lighting classrooms 
are insurance against eyestrain. The latest 
gymnasium lighting was used, and the newest 
type stage lighting included. Provision was 
also made for motion pictures. There 
intercommunication system between adminis- 
trative offices and all classrooms. 

The structure heated with 
vided large gas-fired boiler. Fin tube 
radiation was used throughout the building, 
except the gymnasium 
These rooms are warmed with air heated 
steam coils that air changes 
can simultaneously. 

The best solid bronze hardware obtainable 
was used throughout the building. This 
item where additional cost well worth the 
expenditure, since hardware should last the 
life the building.
